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we must band together, strong as
ever before, and hold on to our
forefather’s dream. Freedom is not
free” He reminded us that we all
must preserve and protect our
freedom. He quoted Abraham
Lincoln’s Gettysburg address from
1863, “It is us for the living, rather,
to be dedicated here to the
unfinished work which they who
fought have thus far so nobly
advanced. It is rather for us to be
here dedicated to the great task
remaining before us that from these
honored dead we take increased
devotion to that cause for which
they gave the last full measure of
devotion”.

New Army recruits were sworn in
during Governor Lemanu’s special
remarks. Governor Lemanu
reminded the young recruits to
always remember that they are
Samoans. He thanked the recruiters
and parents for supporting the
young recruits in their journey to
serve our country. Governor
Lemanu congratulated the young
recruits and their families.

American Samoa has not
celebrated its Flag Day for the last
two years due to COVID-19. This
year’s Flag Day festivities revived
the Fautasi fever, unified
congregations and villages, and
brought back High School
marching bands. In his opening
remarks, Governor Lemanu
reminded the people of American
Samoa about the sacrifices of our
forefathers and ancestors to protect
our freedom. The annual Flag Day
celebration is a reflection of our
ancestors’ hard work, the pastors’
prayers, the endless support from
neighboring islands, and our Toa o
Samoa’s commitment to serving
our country. He referenced one of
the last sentences of the American
Samoa National Anthem, “Tautua
ma punou I lou malo, ia manuia ia
uluola, Amerika Samoa o le nu’u o
le Sa’olotoga" as a reminder of our
duty to our country.

In closing, Governor Lemanu
shared that “As generations come
and go, as the world turns, our
freedom and way of life changes, 
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Red Cross also celebrated its 100
years of Service. Governor
Lemanu extended his gratitude to
Red Cross for their continuous
support to the people of American
Samoa and around the world. At
the conclusion of the Flag Day
event, the American Samoa
government presented a check of
$100,000 as a donation to the Red
Cross.

The Veterans Memorial Stadium
in Tafuna was packed with various
businesses and members of the
private sector, ASG Departments
and agencies, high school
marching bands, and sports groups
who participated in the parade.
Following the parade, the
Catholic, Methodist, and London
Missionary Society (LMS)
congregations in American Samoa
performed dances and songs on
the malae.

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Third Atoa o Samoa Opening
 and Executive Meeting

A customary ‘ava ceremony was
held on Wednesday, April 12,
2023,  to officially mark the
opening of the third Atoa o Samoa
executive meeting at the American
Samoa Community College
Multipurpose Center in Malaeimi.  
The meeting was attended by the
Governor of American Samoa,
Honorable Lemanu Palepoi
Sialega Mauga; the Prime Minister
of the Independent State of Samoa,  
Honorable Fiame Naomi Mata’afa
and their respective delegations;
Lieutenant Governor of American
Samoa, Honorable Talauega
Eleasalo Va’alele Ale; President of
the Senate, Honorable Tuaolo M.
Fruean; Speaker of the House of
Representatives, Honorable Savali
T. Ale and their respective
legislators. The opening prayer
was delivered by Reverend Elder
Dr. Aumalesulu Tuifalefa.    

In their special remarks, co-chairs
Honorable Governor Lemanu P. S.
Mauga, and Honorable Prime
Minister Fiame Naomi Mataafa
reaffirmed their commitment

tto strengthening cooperation
between the two Samoas and forging
relations to improve mutually
beneficial partnerships. “The Atoa o
Samoa offers an ideal platform to
chart a path forward for the mutual
benefit of our island countries,
ushering a new chapter in Samoan
Relations. This recurring Atoa o
Samoa Conference demonstrates our
commitment to fostering greater
mutual trust, building consensus,
expanding cooperation, and fortifying
our bond,” Governor Lemanu stated
in his opening remarks. He
continued, “Acting on the important
consensus, we continue to stand
ready to collaborate to further
promote high-level exchanges and
expand practical cooperation in order
to build a stronger shared future. We
hope to maintain long-term friendly
in-depth exchange of views and other
issues of mutual interest that will lead
to increased bilateral relations and
cooperation in critical areas.”

“The intention remains clear,” Prime
Minister Fiame stated in her special
remarks. 

She continued, “We should
continue to collaborate and
consolidate our positions on what
we will reap mutual benefits for all
our people. The Atoa o Samoa
framework can be a unique
partnership for the benefit of all our
peoples and our extensive
diasporas globally. We must ensure
that it works well and has sustained
benefits for all - if changes are
deemed necessary, let's not turn
away from them.”

This third meeting reported on the
progress made since Apia in 2022
as several agencies have
interchanged visits and exchanged
personnel, and are working towards
progressing priority issues. Key
issues discussed in the two-day
meeting included Health,
Economy, Information and
Communication Technology,
Immigration, Agriculture and
Fisheries, Finance, Environment,
Climate, Weather & Geoscience,
Transportation, and Land Swap
Agreement.

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The Department of Commerce, in
partnership with its Samoa
counterpart, the Samoa Business
Hub, and the American Samoa
Chamber of Commerce, hosted
the first Atoa o Samoa Trade
Show. In prior discussions, both
Samoas agreed on the necessity
of developing and promoting
trade. The Atoa o Samoa Trade
Show promoted locally-made
goods and services between the
two countries, and a platform for
mutual investment and expansion. 
The American Samoa Territorial
Audit Office hosted its Audit and
Ethics Training conducted by the
Graduate School, USA. The audit
offices from Samoa and
American Samoa came together
to complete this three-day
training session. As a result, Su’a,
Pauga & Associates accounting
firm can now provide accounting
services in American Samoa and
can register as public accountants,
allowing them to sit in the US
CPA for accreditation in order to
become chartered accountants
that can work in the private sector
in American Samoa. 

A Memorandum of
Understanding was signed
between the American Samoa
Telecommunications Authority
and the Samoa Ministry of
Communications centered on
increasing training capacity and
reducing broadband costs for
Samoa, securing redundancy, and
providing an alternative route to
New Zealand & Australia for
Samoa via the Hawaiki Cable
system. 

Progress from last Atoa o Samoa are
as follows: 

Discussion continues between
the SROS, AS-EPA, and US
EPA in information exchange
on Laboratory services. The
US EPA has responded
positively and supports this
initiative due to the logistical
challenges to their regular
engagement in American
Samoa. 

The American Samoa
Government is looking into (1)
developing possible training
opportunities with various
academic institutions in Samoa
pertaining to maritime
engineering (2) offering
training to the Samoa Airport
Authority at its Hot Fire
Training Facility. 

The Taumeasina Land Lease
and the Tafuna Land Lease
were finalized and signed by
the respective parties. 

The next Atoa o Samoa
executive meeting will be held
in October 2023 in Savai’i.
Actual dates to be confirmed
at a later date

Immediately after the adjournment
of the meeting, the two Samoas
participated in an exchange of gifts
to include fine mats, tuna, cocoa,
fish, bananas, sausages and taros.

On Saturuday, April 15, beginning in the village of
Poloa, ASTCA again makes history in the Emerging
Island Nations of Polynesia.

First revealed during our retail store’s facelift
dedication ceremony in October 2022, the leadership
team of your “New ASTCA” began American
Samoa’s first 5G network in early 2022. De-signed to
deliver more speed, more network capacity, and lower
latency, 5G will empower our economy with more
opportunities. Beginning in Poloa with the installation
of 5G radio equipment, your technical team has been
building the physical infrastructure and slotting
network servers throughout the year. Today, Saturday,
April 15th, 2023, we turn it on, marking ASTCA and
American Samoa’s first 5G commercial experience.

As recent innovations before it, from Hawaiki and the
Territory’s first High Definition Television (HDTV)
Service, the ASTCA #HomeTeam continues its
mission of putting people first and serving as a
catalyst for economic development in the territory,
closing the technology gap between American Samoa
and the United States.

Chuck Leota, is hyper-focused on improving
outcomes for all American Samoans and residents of
the Territory. “Our goal is not just to keep American
Samoa relevant in the new digital economy. Today’s
ASTCA does not want to build infrastructure so our
people just survive... instead, we want our people to
thrive and fully participate in the new global digital
economy. ASTCA wants to ensure digital equity for
our people by having maximum coverage and
affordability... and ensure everyone has access to
online information, has the tools for education,
healthcare, and can make a living... without having
to leave American Samoa. As your #HomeTeam, we
want nobody left behind.”

With the success of our commercial 5G test and
signal broadcasting, ASTCA will now move
towards commercially launching 5G service to its
subscribers, gradually activating the service
around the island.
